___ The landing-gear of ‘the giant machine, in which the 
airmen had previously flown the. Atlantic from New’ 
York to Moylgrove, Wales, had been-discarded soon - 
after the take-off at Shabishiro Beach, and the airmen 
were forced, therefore, to land it on its “belly.” In the 
circumstances, they made an excellent crash janding, : 
and the worst damage was a broken _propellor. 

A representative of the Japanese newspaper Asahi | 
greeted the airmen, being on the spot soon after they had |‘ 
landed.

No Danger. 


Asked for hia views on air travel, 
Mr, Day said that he and his wife 
undertook the trip by afr in order 
to make a combination of a Might 
which would demonstrate —- the 


practicability of Tight adreraft, to- 
yethor with safety. and, at the same 
Lime, enable them to see a goodly 
portion of the world, “We don't 
consider we have been in any per 
sonal danger at any time,” be re- 
marked, “and ag far as expenses are 
concerned they bave been, if any- 
thing, less than a trip by sea and 
land. largest items were hotel 
charyres.”” 


He explained that they shipped 
from New York to England in June 
and set off on their aerial trip from 
Heston. Owing to extremely wet 
wether they made two stops on the 
way to Paris, one at Abbeyville and 
the other at Poix. They continued 
to Brussela but on the way the 
visibility. became zero and “we 
never found Brussels.” 


Potato Field Landing. 


Mr. Day then related how he dis. 
covered he was flying over Holland 
without a permit (this, of course, 
being due ta the fact that he had 
lost his bearings) because he spot- 
ted wind-mills and dykes, so he 
altered course and made for Ger- 
many, where he landed safely in a 
potato field at Badbers, near Cleve. 


Continuing the journey they: 
visited Cologne, Frankfort, Berlin, 
Prague and Budapest: 

Pausing here, Mr. Day related 
how, 15 miles out of Budapest on 
the way to Belgrade, the petrol 
tank sprang a leak which cat 
them to turn and make their 
back to Budapest where the fracture 
was mended, ‘Phey made Belgrade, 
and continued to Bucharest, Con- 
stantinople, Istamboul, Konia 
(Turkey), Aleppo, Damnascus and 
Jerusalem. They continued -on 
Heross the Syrian desert and alight. 
ed ata small place in the middle of 
it, “Butbach Wella. “It was desert 
and nothing: but," remarked Mr. 
Day. ‘Miles and milea of it with- 
out a single bit of vegetation, 
habitation or track, Just nothing.”

Hotel Burned Down. 


Speaking of their first night In 
Ruchdad, Mr, Day referred to an 
incident which nearly ended. their 
flight for good. He explained that. 
with a temperature of 120 F, they 
were sleeping on the roof of an 
hotel and at about (hree o'clock in 
the morning: were wakened to find 
the hotel in flames. They hurried- 
ly escaped from the blazing build- 
ing whieh was razed to the ground, 
in their nightclothes. 


Telling of the roughest part. of 
the trip. Me. Day osnid in the 
Lebanon Valley. in the vicinity of 
the Sen of Galilee, he found the 
rourhost flying he had ever ex- 
periericed. On one occasion they 
suddenly dropped a sheer 500 feet. 
Ag far as riak went he considered 
that the hop between Moulmein and 
Rangoon was the vick of the flirht. 
There waa, at least. 100 miles with

“Pinest Bunch of People.” 


“One outstanding feature of our 
entire trip.” he said, “and I don’t 
mind saying this openly, is that I 
think the boys of Imperial Atr- 
wavs are the finest bunch of people 
I have ever seen.

THE POISONER’S TRAIL. 


’ By DOUGLAS WEST. 


SERIES of unsolved poison- 
ing) mysteries has recently 
tnused. some alarm, especlully 
among those who erroncously as- 
sume that the most crafty, subtle, 
and callous means of taking ‘he 
life of a human ‘being in neces- 
sarily the meat aceret. 

Pofsoners may, fike other mur- 
derera, escape detection, but they 
do so not because they hnve used 
n wenpon which bales the patho- 
logisnt but simply because there is 
no evidence to connect them with 
the crime. Fortunately for the 
law-abiding community, scientific 
analysis has more thin kept pace 
with the discovery of new poisun- 
ous substances. Accurate cing- 
noaia is rendered ensler by the fact 
that the great majority of ‘poison. 
ers are plagiarists, 

This is: made, very clear in an 
exhauative book, “Poisons and Poi. 


xoners” (Shaylor, 21s.), published, 


by Mr. Co. 4. Thompson, 
who, as curator of the historical 
section, has ready access to the 
library of the Royal College of 
Surgeons. As in duty hound he 
devotes numerous pages lo the 
stories of aeerct deadly poisons 
that have come down to us from 
ancient times and the Middle Ages,

Arsenic In Wine. 


Rivala may have been removed 
in bygone days by causing: them to 
wear poisoned gloves or to smeli

Careful investigation reveals 
that the substance employed by 
nine out of ten mediaeval poison. 
ers was arsenic. La Spara’s nys- 
terious compound that caused 
numerous deaths in Rome in the 
seventeenth contury was a pre- 
poration of varsenic, and so was 
the notorious aqua Toffana, which 
is.said to have killed more than 
G00 persons, , Most of the stories 
of slow and secret poisoning can 
be exphiined by dhe manner in 
which the poison was given, A 
common phrase used by historians 
of this period in closing the ac- 
count Of some personage of note 
was, “He died not without sua. 
picion of venom.”

Even now, when arsenle ia more 
easily detected than almost any 
other poison, it is favoured, as 
every poison. trial reyeala, by the 
vast majority of men and women 
who resort to poison for homicidal 
purposes, Mr.-Thompson brings 
his history of |. poison mystorics 
down to recent trinla and shows 
that In at lenst half of these cases 
the agency employed has been 
atsenic, 

Nor have doctors when they have 
taken to poisoning revealed much 
resources, Palmer used strychni ie, 
Pritehard antimony, Lawson 
neonite- -probably the first of the 
mineral poisons to be discovered 
in ancient times, but nowad: 
detected with case, 

Since arsenic is-the most ec: 
procurable of all poisons—overy 
one knows how often atin of weed- 
killer has Oygured in a poison trial 
--Wwomen poisoners have Favoured 
it in nearly all countrica: The 
astonishing revelations in Hun- 
gary two or three years ato cone - 
cerning a village in which more 
than thirty huabands were poison- 
ed by their wives can be match- 
cd by severnl stories of 17th-cen- 
tury Rome. Those poisoned cakes 
and Wine which have played so 
large a part in htstery probabiv 
all contained arsenic.

Oregon students who comprise tre 
Pacific Basin Goodwill Debate 
team, have arrived to exploit 
Hongkong as a field for forensic 
and promotion of 
friendly international relation. 
They are to. meet a Y.M.C.A. and 
other teams in the Colony. : 

Robert T. Miller, (21) — of 
Pendleton, Orexon; Roger Alton 
Pfaff, (lecturer), (23), of Eugene, 
Oregon; and David G, Wilson (20) 
ot Portland, Oregon,—all under- 
graduate third-year students st 
the University of Oregon—com- 
pose the American team which hans 
been travelling in the interests of 
goodwill through the countries of 
the Pacific since June 1. They 
wi}l return to’ their homes in the 
United States about the “middle 
of January. 

The Pacific Basin tour is the 
second international forensic pro- 
ject undertaken by students of the 
University of Oregon in recent 
years, In 1927 0 three-man tea 
travelled: round the world, debut- 
ing in Japan, China, the Philip- 
pines, India, Exypt, Europe, 
England and. Scotland. The team 
now on tour will appear in many 
cities where the Oregon students 
of four years ago are still remem- 
hered, 

‘Tour of Australia. 

The Oregon trig arrived in New 
Zealand from San Francisco on 
June 29. Between that date and 
duly 17, cight debates with univer- 
sity colleg: 4% were held, in) addi- 
tion’ to a number of Sllustrated 
Jectures and a score or more of 
luncheons, receptions and dinners 
nt which the young visitors from 
Oregon addressed members of 
suchvorsninizations 18 University 
Clubs, English-speaking Unions 
und Rotary Clubs, Of the eight 
debates that were held in Welling: 
ton, Auckland, Danedin and 
Christchurch, the Oregon team 
won three, lost one, und four were 
po-devision contests, ‘The Orevan 
team held four debates in Aus- 
tralid, of which they won two and 
lost two. They also held public 
debates. in’ Brisbane, Sydney, 
Adelaide and Perth. 

In the belief that future friend- 
ly relations — between nations 
depend to a great extent upon the 
attitude which the students o 
cach nation adopt towards the 
others, the American debators 
devote a large share of their time 
and effort in becoming. acquainted 
with the educational methads and 
personnel of the countries they 
visit. 

They are also interested in the 
study’ of trade conditions and in 
the industrial and agricuitur 
rameawork of the Pacific Basin. 
They are taking their own motian 
aietures nnd plen to use them in 
Soniunctlon with recls provided 
by official azoncies in each country 
vo Jecture on thelt experiences nnd 
observations after their return to 
their own country. 

» Debate on October 26. 

The team arrived in the Colony 
on Saturday and left the same 
evening for Canton, where debates 
have been arranged.  On_ their 
return they are to go to Manila, 
and when passing through llong- 
lane at the end of the month will 
meet one or two debating teams 
here. 

Their. debate. against the 
YOM.G.A. has been. arranged for 
October 26, when the subject will 
be “That the Foreign Indictment 
of American Culture is Unjusti- 
fied,” the visitors taking 
affirmative. The Y.M.C.A. 
has not yet been chosen.

FOUR YOUNG GIRLS FOUND 
IN CITY FLAT. 


Sidelights rexarding~ the locat 
form of “white slavery” are: al- 
leged to have been furniahed In 
the case which came before Mr. 
Williams at the Contral Magis- 
tracy yesterday afternoon, con- 
cerning a Chinese marricd couple 
and a second woman anid to have 
been employed by them. . The man 
was charged with living ‘on the 
proceeds of prostitution, while’ thn 
two women were charged with ex- 
ercising control over. four young 
gitls in such a manner as to show 
that they were alding, abetting 
and compelling the prostitution of 
these girls. 

The accuacd pleaded not guilty 
through Mr. FL X. D’Almada oo 
Caatre, Snr. 

In outlining the case, Inspector 
John Murphy, of the Sceretariat 
of Chinese Affairs, snid four girls 
who were the Inmates of an unllic- 
ensed brothel, were concerned. 
The cnse would be that one of 


them went to the Secretarlat of |- 


Chinese Affairs on September 4 of 
her own accord, and there made 
a complaint which resulted in his 
making a visit to No, 4, Anton 


Street where he arrested the man)’ 


and hia wife. From there, the 
Police party proceeded to 31 
Gough Strect, where the girl who 
made the report was accommodat- 
ed with three other prostitutes. 

The, evidence of these four 
girls would be to the effect that 
all their immoral carnings were 
turned over to the defendants. 
The woman Ah Ying was employ- 
ed by the other two a8 an amah, 
and her duty was to accompany 
the girls out on their visits to 
various secret brothels and re- 
ceive their earnings; and where 
for ‘some refson or other they re- 
fused a customer, she was to -re- 
port the refusal to the man and 
his wife. & 


Presentation Deeds, 


There was evidence in the form 
of fung tips, ic. presentation deeds, 
found on the floor at Anton Street 
to show that at feast two of the 
girls were bought by the man and 
his wife. Another of these deeds 
related to a girl us yet untraced. 
The girl who made the complaint 
which started the present procced- 
ings would say that she was sold to 
the married couple who then Inunch- 
ed her into the life. 

Li Suan-hing, aged 15, told’ tne 
Court that she was not allowed 
uny money for herself. ' 

In reply .to Inspector Murphy, 
witness sald she could not remem-~ 
ther who was her natural mother: 
she had been sold .when very 
young to a woman whom she re- 
garded as her foster-mother. 
They were poor, and in order to 
curn some money, it was the inten- 
tion, expressed by her foster- 
mother, fo have her trained as 4 
sing-song girl. That plan failing
